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Cooperation Builds Highways 


Actual construction of the $163 
million lake-to-river highway from 
Ashtabula to East Liverpool may be 
a long way off, but teamwork among 
committees of the 
different 
cities 
and the state highway department 
is setting a pattern of cooperation 
that w ill hasten the day when the 
first dirt w ill fly. 
The m eeting this week at Warren, 
attended by Salem, East Liverpool 
and state highway representatives, 
among others, was typical of the fre­ 
quent 
harmonious 
sessions of the 
River-Lake Association. 
About a year ago there was only a 
vague idea of where the north-south 
freeway would go, but when the of­ 
ficials convene again in about two 
ar three months, consulting engin­ 
eers who have been surveying the 
project will be able to sit down with 
county and municipal leaders and 
come pretty close to pinpointing the 
exact route. 
Highway Department officials al­ 
ready have expressed a preference 


for the westerly route of the river- 
1 a k e 
r o a d 
through 
Columbiana 
County, which would bring it closer 
to Salem. 
An original plan placed 
the vital artery east of Columbiana 
village 
but 
county 
officials 
were 
quick to favor a westerly path al­ 
most due north and south through 
our county. 
As it now stands, the tentative 
route will tie in with a four-lane 
highway out of East Liverpool and 
provide a link with Route 30 which 
is to be improved between Lisbon 
and Canton at a cost of $35 million. 
The river-lake highway, the Route 
30 improvement and the Route 62 
bypass 
here w ill 
provide greater 
highway accommodations in our dis­ 
trict. All area communities can bene­ 
fit. 
Federal and state funds w ill fi­ 
nance most of the projects but none 
would come to pass without the 
earnest spirit of cooperation and pro­ 
motion that has been manifested to 
date. 


Who Controls the Pentagon? 


In the struggle for the Pentagon, the issue 
is;not between civilian and military authority, 
which has been the familiar pattern in this 
country. 


The issue is between one group of civilians 
aud militarists who are defending the status 
cpi j and another group of civilians and mil­ 
itarists who say the status quo is financially 
inefficient and might be militarily disastrous. 
President Eisenhower and Secretary of De­ 
fense McElroy are leading the critics. The 
defenders of the status quo are led by con­ 
gressmen, backed by individuals and organi­ 
zations who insist that things as they are 
must not and cannot be changed, without 
hurting the means of national defense—not 


Joseph E. Davies 


We intend to find our dog-eared copy of 
“ Mission to Moscow” by Joseph E. Davies 
and give it a once-over to refresh our me­ 
mory. When the book was published early 
in World War II and promptly made into a 
movie, with one of our favorite actors, 
Walter Huston, it was fashionable to think 
of the Soviet Union and its dour dictator, 
Stalin, as “good guys.” More than that, it 
was obligatory to think of them that way. 
We were on the same side of the war. 
Anyone who had reservations about this was 
wise to keep his mouth buttoned. 


But down in Argentina in midsummer of 
1943, they were burning “Mission to Mos­ 
cow” as subversive literature. Today, in 1 9 5 8 . 
anyone of Mr 
Davies’ prominence, would 
be badly advised to write a “ Mission to 
Moscow,” or to make the speeches Mr. 
Davies was making in the early ’40s. telling 
Americans not to be afraid of the Russian 
Communists because they were our friends. 
Circumstances do alter cases, as 
Mr. 
Davies, himself, who faithfully carried out 
many assignments for the three U.S. presi­ 
dents he served, undoubtedly had occasion 
to realize before his death last week at the 
age of 81.

Once Over 


Appropriation for an electronic device to 
keep pigeons from roosting all over the U.S. 
Supreme Cour Building has been denied by 
a 
congressional 
appropriations 
commute. 
(The pigeons would have taken an appeal 
but how can the Supreme Court do it?) 
High court members must now go on weigh­ 
ing baffling legal questions under the crush­ 
ing knowledge that pigeons are continuing 
in contempt of court and that it can do noth­ 
ing about it. 


The pigeon flock is one of the largest in 
Washington and no respecter of marble cor­ 
nices and impressive statues. Sculptors, ma­ 
sons, stone cutters and lofy inscriptions, pig­ 
eons hold, are “for the birds.” 


IT’S HARD TO SEE how Supreme Court 
jurists can deliberate in an untroubled mood 
when they know the U.S. governmnt won’t 
spend a piddling $3,300 to keep pigeons from 
roosting all over Temple of Ultimate Justice. 
The column is against the birds and doesn’t 
think the law is held in proper respect when 
che highest jurists in America must equip 
:hemselves with personal pigeon-shoo-shooers 
if they would enjoin a pigeon from roosting 
in the lap of a marble Oliver Wendell Holmes 
or from taking a “Scram, mister” attitude 
toward Salmon P. Chase, John Marshall and 
Roger Taney. 


WE WOULD LIKE to see the issue aired 
in court. There are rumors the tribunal is 
split 5 to 4 iv this matter, too. Chief Justice 
Warren is reported standing a little to the 
left of the “out with Pigeons!” philosophy. 
Justice Frankiurter remembers the 
great 
pigeon flocks of Boston and is believed to 
regard their roosting on courts as unconsti­ 
tutional. 


Justice Black has given no clue to his 
pigeon beliefs but leans to southern pigeons, 
roosting or in flight. 


THERE HAVE BEEN conflicting court 


In this contest of opinion, the question of 
who controls the Pentagon either must be 
answered in favor of those defending the 
status quo, or in favor of those who believe 
national defense is a changing problem and 
must be deal4, with progressively. 
It is the same fight that Billy Mitchell 
waged — the fight to keep the military mind 
from becoming so set in its ways that the 
United States might repeat France’s clas­ 
sical error of preparing to fight the last war 
instead of the next one. 
The opinion of Gen. Thomas D. White, 
chief of staff of the .Air Force, is significant 
in this regard. Testifying before the House 
Armed Services Committe, Gen. WTiite said 
he did not share Ute fears voiced by hostile 
witnesses to Pentagon reorganization. This 
view could be expected from a spokesman 
for the newest branch of the armed services— 
the branch that never would have been 
created i; defenders of the status quo had 
prevailed. 
Gen. White sees no reason to believe the 
Army and Navy would lose their identity in 
Pentagon reorganization, for example. That 
is a fear peculiar to spokesmen for these 
branches. No Air Force spokesman is afraid 
of loss of identity under the proposed con­ 
cept of unified command. That tells the 
story.

Silent Sound Deafening 


Civilized man is losing his hear­ 
ing. 
A progressive deafness is result­ 
ing from the increasing use of ul­ 
trasonics — inaudiole sound waves 
—largely through chemical changes 
they cause in the hearing nerves. 
This has been reposed to the 
Acoustical Society of America by 
Dr. Z. D. Angeluscheff of Elm­ 
hurst Hospital, New York. 
The amplitude of the ultrasonic 
waves may have little to do with 
the phenomenon. He pointed out 
that all it takes is very slight 
sonic energy, at the right place 
and the right time, to produce 
damage effects to the hearing fac­ 
ulty. 
The sources of the damaging 
vibrations, he explained, are high­ 
speed cutting tools, combustion en­ 
gines, power transmission and elec*

tronic equipment. Since the vibra­ 
tions are inaudible and, for the 
most part, without sensory effect 
of any kind, people are injured 
without knowing it, even to the 
point of complete deafness. 


“THE EAR of man is condi­ 
tioned by evolution.” Dr. Angel­ 
uscheff said, “to receive and inter­ 
pret as sound vibrations from 16 to 
32,OOO vibrations a second. The dog 
perceives up to 35,000, the cat up 
to 50,000, the mouse up to 95,000 
and the bat up to 120,000 cycles 
a second. Frequencies above these 
ranges are not perceived subjec­ 
tively as sound. 
“ But ultrasonic waves vibrating 
at a frequency of 400,000 cycles a 
second, much too high to be heard 
by the human ear, are able to

The net 
result is that a sort of interna­ 
tional anarchy is developing in 
which small countries as well as 
big ones are either the victims ot 
revolts engineered by Moscow or 
parliamentary 
frustration—as 
in 
France—brought about by active 
and aggressive Communist parties. 
Most of the countries of the free 
world are not dealing firmly with 
suoversion. 
Full political rights 
asd privileges are, for instance, 
granted to organizations which os- 
tersib’y are political parties but 
which have as their basic aim the 
overthrow of free governments ev­ 
erywhere. 


IN VENEZUELA, for example, 
where Vice President Nixon and 
the American flag were subject­ 
ed to indignities, there is a Com­ 
munist sympathizer at the head of 
the Cabinet Department which is 
supposed to direct the police to 
preserve law and order. The Ven­ 
ezuelan anti-Communists have op­ 
enly accused him of Communist 
sympathies. 
The whole story of what is hap­ 
pening inside Venezuela has not 
yet been exposed. A dictator was 
expelled, and a military junta that 
included a Communist sympathiz­ 
er assumed governmental power. 
It is significant that, after Vice 
Presidest Nixon was stoned and 
hosile demonstrations occurred, 
he Venezuelan newspapers car­ 
ried articles the first day telling 
what happened but for some rea­ 
son hesitated until the next day to 
make editorial comment. Did his 
mean that he press was afraid o 
denounce 
immediately the dis­ 
graceful conduct of the Common- 
ists and the Communist sympathiz­ 
ers?

Pattern Is Different

‘This sure must be old stuff. Mom! Who’d wear a space 
suit like that nowadays?” 


The third post-war .recession al­ 
ready has outstripped the other two 
in the sharpness and depth of its 
fall 
Whether it also will last longer 
is still any one’s guess—although 
currently it shows many signs of 
doing so. 
Today’s industrial setback has 
many of the characteristics of the 
previous dips—and some signifi­ 
cant differences. So far it bears 
little 
likeness 
to 
the 
prewar 
slumps of evil memory. 
The drop in industrial produc­ 
tion and in the total dollar value 
of goods and services is greater 
this time. So is the total of un­ 
employment and 
the percentage 
of the labor force laid low. 
The cutback in business spend­ 
ing and the trimming of inven­ 
tories are much the same as in 
the 1948-49 and the 1953-54 reces­ 
sions. And this leads many ob­ 
servers to believe that the 1957-58 
recession will end much the same 
way as did the others and leave 
few lasting scars. 
This time the pattern ot con 
sumer spending is different. And 
so is that of government spend­ 
ing. And this causes other observ­ 
ers to hold that today’s unpleas­ 
antness will prove to be quite aif- - 
ferent from the earlier ones which 
were chiefly inventory and pro­ 
duction adjustments. 
Personal income 
has 
dipped 
more than in 1953 but less. so 
far, than in 1949. But this time 
more persons are eligible for un­ 
employment and other benefits 
and the total of such financial aid 
is much higher. 
Here are the comparisons of the 
t h r e e 
recessions 
in 
essential 
fields: 
In 194849 industrial production 
dropped IO per cent from its peak 
and the slump lasted one year, in 
1953-54 the drop also was about 
IO per cent and the duration about 
the same. 
Since the December 1956 record 
high of 147. the industrial produc­ 
tion index has dropped to 126 per 
cent of the 1947-49 bases. This is a 
drop of 14 per cent in 16 months. 
(Washington, however, says the 
recession 
officially 
started last 
August when the industrial pro­ 


duction index was at 145). This 
would make the drop 13 per cent. 
The 1954 low points was 123 ; nd 
the 1949 low point 90. 
Tile drop in 1949 in the gross 
national product — the total value 
of goods and services — was 3.2 
per cent; in 1954 it was 2.7 per 
cent; and this time so far ifs 4 
per cent — down to 422 billion 
dollars a year from last summer’s 
record peak of 440 billion dollars. 
The ranks of the jobless swelled 
to a little over four mill! rn in 
1949 and to 3% million ir. 1954. 
The total is now carried at more 
than five million, representing 7 . 5 
per cent of the 
civilian 
labor 
force, against 5.6 per cent in 1954 
Personal income to;-.Is shrank 
by ll billion dollars in 1949 and 
by V/A bilion in 1954. Today’s fig­ 
ures are down 4% billion from 
last August’s record annual rate 
of 342-' i billion dollars. 
Consumer spending fell IV- bil­ 
lion doiars in 1949 and nearly two 
belion in 1954. Ifs off about 2Vz 
billon 
dollars 
now 
from 
last 
summer’s peak. 
Business spending has slumped 
- 2 billion dollars. In 
1 9 4 9 it fell

“AU of this would be strong 
medicine, inded, even for a law 
violator; it makes no sense at 
all when imposed upon innocent 
parties without any real need in 
terms of the objectives of the 
cause.” 
The firms approved a counter­ 
plan by Du Pont to divorce it­ 
self from General Motors while at 
the same time protecting stock­ 
holders from a possible five billion 
dollar loss in their investment. 
The Du Pont proposal was filed 
Wednesday in U. S District Court 
in compliance with a U. S. Su­ 
preme Court ruling which directs 
Du Pont to give up ownership of 
23 per cent of General Motors. 
Du Font said a Justice Depart­ 
ment proposal made in October 
1957 would cause forced sales of 
stock and tax penalties that could 
result in a tax and market value 
loss ot about five billion to stock­ 
holders of the two concerns. 
Its plan, Du Pont said, would 
satisfy the high court’s mandate 
without penalizing nearly 900,000 
stockholders. 
The company’s alternate plan 
would not involve sale of the 
motor firm’s stock but would pre­ 
vent Du Pont from voting it or 
having directors on the General 
Motors Board. In effect, Du Pont 
would only collect dividends from 
the GM stock.
